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Ohio Senate 


Plans Vole on 
Rest Home Law 


Tighter State Control 
Due with Pending 
Action by Legislature 


C O L U M B U S, Ohio (A P ) — Ohio 
senators have called for a vote 
today on House-approved hills to 
tighten state control over nursing 
and rest homes. 


The measures head a list of pro 
posals up for consideration as the 
Legislature 
begins its 21st week 
of work. 


One 
bill 
empowers 
the 
State j 
Health Council to set standards 
for the care of aged persons in 
such 
homes, 
and 
entrusts 
the 
health director with their enforce- | 
ment. License fees, now $5 a year, 
would be increased to a maximum 
of $100, according to the size of 
homes. 


A 
companion 
measure defines 
private institutions for the mental­ 
ly ill. Control of such homes re­ 
mains under the Mental Hygiene 
Division. 


Action on those and other pro­ 
posals w ill set the stage for an­ 
other bout by controlling Demo­ 
crats with tax and labor legisla­ 
tion. 


Sen. Fran k W. King (D-Lucas), 
Senate ma jority leader, expressed 
“ high 
hopes” 
that 
the 
Senate 
would vote on the corporate fran­ 
chise fee bill this week. 
The measure became v i t a l to 
Gov. M ichael V. DiSalle’s big tax 
program after proposals for “ di­ 
rect use” taxes on new farm and 
factory m achinery were chopped 
from the sales tax bill. 


To make up for loss of the levy 
on 
m achinery, 
a 
fourfold 
in­ 
increase ill the one-tenth of one 
per 
cent 
fee 
on 
corporate 
net 
worth was proposed to raise $96 
million dollars more in two years. 
As passed by the House, the bill 
called for an increase to only two- 
tenths for an extra $32 million dol­ 
lars. 
Senate 
leaders 
had 
hoped 
to 
vote on the franchise fee bill this 
week but indicated they lacked the 
votes for passage. Defeat in the 
House of Hie administration-back­ 
ed 
bill to change Ohio’s utility 
rate-making formula led to reports 
that franchise fees might be ex­ 
tended to utility firms. They now 
are exempt from such fees. 
Other revenue measures await­ 
ing Senate 
action would increase 
taxes on 
retail sales, cigarettes 
and horse race betting. The Senate 
sales 
tax 
measure, 
as 
revised, 
would bring in about 34 million 
dollars 
in 
the 
next 
two years. 
O riginally, it called for new rev­ 
enues of more than 200 million. 
House-approved 
bills 
to 
jump 
the tax on cigarettes two cents 
a pack would produce another 46 
million.' 
The 
state’s 
take 
from 
race track betting would increase 
another six million. 
Portions of D iSalle’s third of a 
billion 
dollar 
tax 
increase 
pro­ 
gram, already in effect, apply to 
liquor and gasoline. Gasoline taxes 
went up two cents a gallon last 
Thursday to yield about 120 m il­ 
lion dollars more for a 300 million 
dollar 
annual 
highway 
building 
program. Bottled liquor price In­ 
creases w ill yield another 40 m il­ 
lion dollars. 
The state will begin collecting 
another 
four 
million 
dollars 
as 
soon as the House and Senate set­ 
tle minor differences over a bill 
to double the barrel tax on 3 2 
beer. Both houses have approved 
the bill but they differed on Senate 
changes, 
The House Industry and Labor 
Committee 
resumes 
a 
series of 
hearings 
this 
week 
on 
bills 
to 
liberalize 
unemployment 
and 
workmen’s compensation benefits. 
Business 
interests 
oppose 
in­ 
creases sought by organized labor 
in both types of benefits. DiSalle 
has asserted the bills go “ too far 
too fast” . 
The 
Mousie 
E l e c t i o n s 
and 
Federal Relations Committee will 
take up an administration hacked 
proposal for a labor code of ethics 
despite claim s by unionists th a t 
the measure is dead. DiSalle as­ 
serted the claim s were exaggerat­ 
ed.

FBI Abandons Investigation 


Of Mississippi Lynch Case 


W A SH IN G T O N (A P ) — Federal 
authorities today announced their 
withdrawal from the kidnap-killer 
case of Mack Charles Parker. The 
results of their lengthy investiga­ 
tion will be turned over to the 
state of Mississippi. 


Atty. 
Gen. 
W illiam P. Rogers 
said the evidence obtained by the 
F B I after a masked mob snatched 
Parker 
from 
the 
Pearl 
R iver 
County jail at Poplarville, Miss., 
April 25 and killed him, failed to 
show violation of federal law. 


In view of this, Rogers today 
directed 
the 
F B I 
to deliver to 
Mississippi’s Gov. J. P. Coleman 
at Jackson “ a summary of infor­ 
mation relative to facts and evi­ 
dence obtained. 
It was left up to Coleman to 
determine whether any prosecu­ 
tion under state law is possible. 
Parker, a 23-year-old Negro was 
on the eve of bedung tried on a 
charge of raping a pregnant white 
woman 
when 
he was 
abducted.

F B I Director J . Edgar Hoover 
ordered his agents into the case 
shortly after the abduction. This 
was a two-way investigation under 
the Lindbergh kidnaping law cov­ 
ering 
abductions in which state 
] lines are crossed, and under the 
federal civil rights statutes relat­ 
ing to collusion on the p a r t of 
local police authorities. 


The attorney general said today 
the federal investigation “ clearly 
established that the persons re­ 
sponsible for the death of Parker 
had not violated the federal kid­ 
naping statute and no other suc­ 
cessful federal prosecution could 
be maintained.” 


This means the F B I found no 
evidence that local authorities had 
cooperated in any way with the 
mob, and that the mob members 
never crossed a state line after 
carrying out their lynching. 


The Pearl R iver is the Missis- 
sippi-Louisiana boundary in that 
area and the body was found on 
the Mississippi side opposite B o ­ 
galusa. 
The F B I director said the F B I 
laboratories here and all of the 
bureau’s facilities “ are fully a va il­ 
able to Mississippi authorities in 
the event additional assistance is 
needed for prosecution of state v i­ 
olations in the Parker case.”

Eisenhower

statement of tribute to Dulles

law grieve at the passing from 
the earl illy scene of one of Un­

Sir Winston Churchill called on 
the world to keep in mind ’lie ex

Horde of Gold 


Dips S5 Billion 


He SHU Has $20 Billion 
Socked Away, Isn't 
Worried by Buyers

NEW YORK (A P)—Uncle Sam 
once had nearly 25 billion dollars 
in gold socked away. Now he has 
just a bit more than 20 billion. 
I hat’s

world’s largest hoard. 
The U.S. Treasury says it isn’t 
losing any sleep over the loss 
since 1949—even though the flow 
of gold into foreign hands has been 
most impressive in the last 15 
months, arid has got up steam 
again in the last few weeks. 
The 
gold 
went 
into 
foreign 
hands, not yours, because Am eri­ 
cans are forbidden by law to buy 
or hold gold except as jewelry, 
teeth fillings, or the like. 
But the central banks of other 
nations can buy gold from Fort 
Knox, if they put up U.S. dollars 
for it at $35 an ounce. Some for­ 
eigners think Uncle Sam should 
double the price, or even raise it 
higher still. 
Most of those talking this way 
are m ajor extractors of gold from 
mines. And who wouldn’t like to 
see the price of his products in­ 
crease? 
lf Congress and the adm inistra­ 
tion get upset by the outflow of 
gold they can stop letting foreign 
nations 
buy 
it 
from 
the 
U.S. 
Treasury. If they want to — and 
few think they do — they could 
raise the price of gold. 
Should this country double, say, 
the price it pays for gold, what 
would it mean to you? 
1. It 
would 
mean 
that 
as 
a 
shareholder in the American econ­ 
omy 
your 
currency 
would 
be 
backed nominally by 40 billion dol­ 
lars worth of gold instead of 20 
billion — although 
the 
physical 
amount 
of

In a sense, that would be like a 
two-for-one 
stock 
split — more 
shares in your strong box, the 
name assets held in common. 
2. It would mean — at least the­ 
oretically—that in tim e the price 
of everything you own and every­ 
thing you buy would be doubled. 
(Theoretically, 
because 
when 
the price of gold was hiked in 
1934 from $30.67 to $35 an ounce 
with the idea that would boost 
prices and thus cure the big d e­ 
pression, it didn’t work out as ex­ 
pected.) 
3. It would mean that if you had 
some gold mining stock you’d feel 
lucky. (And on the odd chance of 
it some people have been buying 
gold mining stocks.) 
4. It would mean that alm ost 
certainly other currencies would 
be adjusted accordingly. So your 
dealings with custom ers and sup­ 
pliers would be in larger figures, 
if not in larger volume. 
Advocates of a gold price hike 
hold that all that really would hap­ 
pen would be a rational readjust­ 
ment of the price of one of the 
few commodities whose price has 
not changed since 1934. They think 1 
the big growth in volume of the 
world s currency requires a big­ 
ger base (in stated value) of gold.

In silence they watched as Dul­ 
le s ’ heavy breathing becam e more 
strained. It stopped once, then re 
Slimed, before the end cam e. 
One of the family asked “ Is it 
all over?” and a doctor nodded. 
Heavy 
doses 
of 
painkilling 
drugs had kept 
Dulles sleeping 
most of the time during his final 
days. At times he could not rec­ 
ognize 
members 
of his 
family, 
but on the day before his death 
he recognized his wife and man­ 
aged to speak a few' words to her. 
In addition to family members 
present when he died. Dulles is 
survived 
by his daughter, 
Mrs. 
Robert Hinshaw, a Presbyterian 
minister w'ho lives in New York, 
and two married sisters, Margaret 
Edwards of Rye, N Y., and N ata­ 
lie Seymour, Utica, N.Y. 
Eisenhower was at his Gettys­ 
burg, Pa., farm when Dulles died. 
The 
President’s 
own 
physician, 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Howard 
M. 
Snyder, 
phoned him about 6:30 a rn. with 
the 
word that 
Dulles’ condition 
was extremely critical. An hour 
and 20 minutes later, as the Presi­ 
dent 
was 
preparing 
to 
attend 
church services, Dr. Snyder called 
again to tell the President Dulles 
was dead. 
The President canceled plans to 
go to church. Instead, he went to 
the sun porch of his country home 
and penciled a tribute to Dulles. 
“ John Foster Dulles,” the Presi­ 
dent wrote on a yellow pad. was 
“one of the truly great men of 
our time. . 
a champion of free­ 
dom and foe only to tyranny. . his 
countrymen all who believe in jus­ 
tice and the rule of law grieve at 
the passing from the earthly scene 
of one of the trying great men of 
our tim e.” 
Thus ended a career that had 
made Dulles an outstanding world 
figure, a tireless diplomat whose j 
tactics sometimes stirred praise, 
sometimes criticism. 
One consistent fact: The Rus­ 
sians didn't like him. 
The resignation was tendered to 
become effective at Eisenhower's 
convenience. 
By 
his 
own 
wish 
Dulles 
held 
on 
to 
office 
long 
enough to countersign the com­ 
mission of a friend and fellow 
worker, Christian A. Herter, to 
succeed him. 
Dulles performed that friendly 
service April 21 at Walter Reed 
Army Medical Center, where he 
had been milch of the time since 
it was discovered in February that 
cancer had recurred in his ab 
dominal region. 
Surgery proved temporarily sue 
cessful in 1956, but the doctors de 
cided this time they would have 
to rely .on massive radiation.

Ohio State Rangers, Inc., a rela­ 
tively new sight in northern Ohio, j 
are creating headaches for many 
professional lawmen. 
They were organized five years i 
ago near Cincinnati as a civilian 
law 
enforcement 
agency. 
The j 
rangers are considered by many { 
northern Ohio police authorities to I 
be a 
potentially dangerous vigi­ 
lante group. 
, 


Their name gives the idea they | 
may be an official state public au­ 
thority. They are not. Members 
pay dues. Officers are not paid. 


The Ohio State Rangers operate 
under slate charter with authority 
based on the “ horse thief law ” of 
about 1854, This law is the object 
of a repeal move in the Legisla­ 
ture. 
The law provides that any num­ 
ber of persons, age at least 15, 
may become incorporated to ap­ 
prehend persons accused of felon­ 
ies and misdemeanors. 
The section allows members of 
such organizations to pursue and 
j without a warrant arrest any per­ 
son whom they believe, or have 
reasonable cause to believe, guilty 
! of an offense. 
While 
insisting that their pri­ 
mary purpose is to promote traf­ 
fic safety, individual Rangers have 
c a r r i e d sidearms and passed 
| themselves off as policemen. 
In northern Portage County two 
weeks ago a man dressed in a 
Ranger uniform that included a 
black 
stetson 
hat, 
striped 
blue 
I pants, 
a 
nearly 
pressed 
white 
shirt with silver captain’s bars on 
the shoulders, told the Plain Deal­ 
er he was “ going on a confidential 
detail.” 
He was armed with a 
loaded 
revolver, 
holstered 
at his 
side. 
Most persons would have thought 
him a law officer. 
Being taught such things as the 
use of firearms and the 
mace, 
"defensive” judo, traffic control, 


members of the growing 
Ranger organization. 
M aj. Floyd C. Moon, head of 
operations for the Ohio Highway 
Patrol, traced the history of vigi­ 
lante groups in the state back to 
1854. 
"The purpose at that time was 
to assist police, who were few and 
far between, and to combat horse 
stealing,” 
Moon said. 
He added 
that he doubted such groups are 
necessary today. 
“ The regular police agencies do 
not wish to assume the blame for 
misconduct 
or 
questionable 
ac­ 
tions committed by a vigilante,” 
he said. 
Summit County Sheriff Russell 
Bird has also expressed concern 
over "a hunch of private citizens 
running around earn in g guns.” 
The Rangers will receive no co­ 
operation from Cuyahoga County 
law enforcement men, according 
to 
Cleveland 
Police 
Inspector 
Michael J. Blackwell. 
“ We are definitely and unalter­ 
ably opposed from top to bottom 
in Cuyahoga County to any vigi­ 
lante movement of this type,” the 
inspector 
said. 
"They 
are 
un­ 
trained, undisciplined, disorganiz­ 
ed ” 
The 
Rangers 
have 
received 
many compliments from southern 


Ohio areas where they have lec­ 


tured on safety and patrolled park­ 


ing lot traffic for public functions 


sponsored by schools and civic or­ 
ganizations. 
Top man in the Ranger organiza­ 
tion is Col. Yate C. Deer, who 
when not operating the Rangers 
operates 
the 
Intercity 
Radio 
& 
Television Co. in Norwood, a Cin­ 
cinnati suburb. 
Dan 
Tehan, 
Hamilton 
County 
sheriff, 
describes 
Deer 
as 
a 
"pretty high class guy.” 


“ Five or six years ago we had 
some 
trouble 
with 
this 
outfit,” 
Tehan said. “ The guy heading it 
then was apparently out for his 
own profit. Then Deer took over 
and ever since we haven’t had 
any trouble. The whole group does 
a pretty good job.” 
No Rangers carry weapons In 
Hamilton County, Tehan said. 


They do carry guns in adjoining 
Clermont 
County, 
according 
to 
Sheriff Clyde Derricks there. 


“ I always get along with them 
here,” Derricks said. "They are 
always willing to help, use 
heir 
own cars and never charge any­ 
thing.” 
Not all southern Ohio sheriffs 
have had such good luck with the 
Rangers.
